Tbore is not anything superficial about 
them, because they are real, as we 
uncUraUncI, business thit will give 
remuneration to capital invested. The 
ininiug industries i& the atate HB now 
operated are of u type that give Indi 
callous that will lead to permanent 
business in mining. Th» early efforts 
at mining) except upon the Comstook, 
were impulsive and unstable.

and unfold the veins that give outward 
indications of wealth. 


It may not be received as consistent 


with the order of things when we say 
that the State's natural wealth has 
been one of the chief causes that has 
retarded development within the State. 
The Urge and extensive uatuial de- 
velopment of the Oomstook, like all 
things that are out of the order of 
usual example, became absorbing, and 
the attention of the mining world was 
directed to its phenomenal wealth and 
eize, aa the attention of mankind was 
directed and largely controlled by the 
phenomenal genius of a Caesar or 
Napoleon. 


When those who came in the early 


time to the State to prouure fortunes 
in a short time could not find a Corn- 
stock on every hill, they went away in 
dipgust that flowed oat wherever they 
went, giving the State a name that has 
become equal to the commercial world 
for all manner of meanues?, and more 
paitkularly the unnatural conditions 
ot nature ID its zephyrs and horned 
toads. 


The early conditions there were upon 


Nevada, like Cae°ar aud Napoleon, 
have had their time aud public atten- 
tion in the mining and commercial 
world is no more controlled by the 
wonderful wealth of the Oomatock, 
but many of tte effects ot tne «arly 
timus are upon the State, which re- 
maioing impressions it is our duly to 
remove aa speedily as it is possible to 
do so, that we and tbose who will re- 
train when oar work Is finished may 
have the parity that a good name im- 
plies and the wealth whioh will abun- 
dantly flow to an energetic and up- 
right people. 


We have mentioned tome of the 


causes that have operated against the 
State, which causes have had a de- 
pressing effect upon the people, and 
particularly the better class of our 
people. There are causes which con- 
tinue secondary in their nature that 
have their origin in the early condi- 
tions which were upon us. Thete 
secondary causes were effects of the 
early times that have in time become 
causes to mjure and perpetuate the 
blot there le upou the State 


The immense natural wealth of the 


Staie was overlooked by the eirly 
oomstotk tmliters ,vbo 
built mills 


wheie there wern no mines aud who 
lived disappointed, to denounce the 
St-tte and not their ignorance, because 
they made mill sites by placing mills 
upon them where there were no mines. 


Mining men aud others have Im 


proved in knowledge aud because ot 
more knowledge they are uot BO foolish 
aa tho earlier class of miners and 
would-be miners who came to the 
State. It Is becoming known to the 
world that it is not the State that is at 
fault in wealth, but the men who in 
early times came to the State with 
more ignorance than knowledge about 
nature and its laws. 


At it becomes more generally known 


that Nevada is the most wealthy 
among the mineral producing States 
and all there is required to make it the 
mineral producing State in the Union, 
!•> energy, it will make strides to the 
frout where it belongs more quickly 
than most of our people at this time 
recognize in the present movement In 
mioiug industry. 


Our chief reason for believing the 


movement at this time to be permanent 
Is ttut the causes that have been active 
against mining development have been 
largely removed, rhief among which 
waoibo Ignorance of those who came 
to (liter Into mining Industries in the 
early history of the quartz mining in 
the State. 


The lime of the all absorbing power 


of th» Ooumouk in mining entwprlte 


in the State is not lu the future but in 
tho p ist. When we mention the Oom- 
•took nnd its former attractions: in 
mining effort we do not wlib to b» 
understood that It is our lodgment 
that the Oomstock le no more worthy 
of consideration, as we believe there 
IB a very gieat future for that lode. 


Our meaning is that knowledge in 


mining is so much superior to the 
learning that was applied to quartz 
mining thirtj-flvo years ago that the 
Oomstook, or a mine of equal wealth, 
would not now demand the Interest of 
the world in mining which the Corn- 
stock received and retained for years. 


Because of superior knowledge In 


mining and in the effects of natural 
law the efforts of mining men will be1 


more general In the future and from 
that cause the guneral inmerttl wealth 
of the State will receive attention that 
will result to the state in wealth that 
will place, as a whole, the wealth of the 
Comatock in the shade when com- 
paired in the light of general prosper- 
ity from mining industries.
